Nixon sets Feb. 21 
for trip to Peking 


WASHINGTON ( U P I» — President Nixon s historic journey to 
Peking in search a new direction in U.S. relations with the world’s 
most populous country will begin Feb 21 alter China’s New Year’s 
celebration. 
W hite House f^ress Secretary Ronald L. Ziegler announced the date 
in a brietone-paragraphcommunique issued simultaneously in Peking 
Monday. He promised to reveal further details Rxlay on the length of 
the visit and possible other stops Nixon will make on the Chinese 
mainland. 
“ The government of the Peoples’ Republic of China and the 
government of the United States of America have agreed that 
President Nixon’s visit to China will begin Feb. 21, 1972,” The 
announcement said. 
Ziegler later explained that Nixon actually would be in lacking on 
that date. He will be the first American president to visit China while 
in office and he will confer with Communist China Chairman Mao Tse- 
tung and Prime Minister Chou Enlai. 
“ We shall try in the meetings with leaders of the Peoples’ Republic 
of China to seek a new direction in the relationships between our two 
countries and to end the isolation of our two great peoples from each 
other, ” Ziegler said. 
Since July 15 when he announced that he would travel to China, the 
President has referred to the trip in speech after speech as his journey 
in search of “ a generation of peace.” But he also has warned against 
false expectations that the visit will solve the profound political and 
philosophical differences between the two countries. 
The date of the visit apparently was timed to fall after the Chinese 
New Year celebration on Feb. 15. The coming year on the Chinese 
calendar is the “ vear of the Rat. ” 
The President will also be preoccupied in the weeks ahead with work 
on his annual State of the Union address, to be delivered in mid- 
January, and his new federal budget, usually submitted early in 
February. 
And he will have wrapped up before the trip a series of summit 
meetings with major allied leaders intended to reassure them that the 
United States will not compromise allied unity or its treaty 
commitments in its efforts to reduce East-West tensions. 
It was also considered likely that Nixon will have formally 
announced for re-election by the time he goes to F^eking. The late 
February journey will also grab headlines before the March 7 New 
Hampshire primary.

City warns against 
not paying increase 


Lompoc city officials reported 
today that a few residents are 
refusing to pay the $l increase on 
the refuse collection rate which 
went into effect this month. 
This will subsequently work a 
hardship on those refusing to pay, it 
was added. 
The 
Lompoc 
City 
Council 
approved 
the controversial 
rate 
increase, from $1.50 to $2 50 per 
month, despite decisions by the 
federal Cost of Living Council and 
the 
O ffice 
of 
Em erg en cy 
Preparedness. 


City Attorney James Longtin filed 
a legal opinion with the council 
declaring the rubbish rate could be 
“ construed” to be a tax, mainly on 
the basis that all city residents pay 
It whether or not they use the 
service. 


Since taxes are exempt from 
President Nixon’s economic control 
program the city council voted 3-2 in 
October to accept Longtin’s opinion, 
increase the “ tax” and file a suit 
against the decisions made by the 
Cost of Living Council and the O EP 
Until the suit has been settled the 
council decided the amount of the 
increase collected from Lompoc 
residents will go into a reserve lund 


to be used in whatever manner the 
court’s decision directs 
Longtin said today that those who 
refuse to pay the extra $1 will run 
the risk of having their utilities cut 
off. 
He explained that the increase is 
called 
for 
an 
ordinance 
duly 
approved 
by 
the 
council, 
consequently must be upheld as are 
all ordinances. 
He said another city ordinance 
provides that the city can terminate 
utility service to any individual that 
refuses to pay a utility bill totaling 
$5 or more.

Longtin 
emphasized, that ordinance will be 
enforced in any situation to which it 
applies. 
The Record received a telephone 
call 
from

who 
identified himself as a Lompoc 
resident and claimed he had been 
informed by an Internal Revenue 
Service official that he did not have 
to pay the $l increase. 
The caller said he so informed a 
clerk at City Hall when he paid all of 
his utility bill except the dollar, and 
the clerk indicated to him it was not 
necessary to pay the dollar increase 
if he so chose

Senate votes for pay hike 


W ASHINGTON IUPF i —Defying the White House, the Senate has voted to 
give the nation’s military its third pay increase in 12 months —and to raise 
the pay of all government civilian employes. 
F'resident Nixon had sought to postpone the 5.5 per cent across-the-board 
pay increase for six months, making it effective July 1 instead of Jan. 1. 
But by a 77 to 1 vote with only Sen. John Sherman Cooper, R-Ky., 
objecting, the Senate after an hour’s debate went against Nixon Monday. 
If the House goes along, the increase would add $1 billion to the 
government’s projected $28 billion deficit for the current fiscal year —the 
fourth largest deficit in American history The other three financed World

Redistricting proposal in committee 
Senate passes congressional remap plan 


SACRAMENTO <UPI) - T h e Senate has 
passed its version of a Congressional 
Reapportionment Plan while a two-House 
conference 
com m ittee 
attem pts 
to 
negotiate 
a 
legislative 
redistricting 
proposal. 
The 
Congressional 
Reapportionment 
Plan 
basically 
increases 
California's 
delegation in the House of Representatives 
from 38 to 43. creates a new black seat in 
Los Angeles and forces Rep. Paul N. 
McCloskey to run in an unfamiliar district 
or 
one 
with 
a 
heavy 
Democratic 
registration. 
On a 24-6 vote, the Senate Monday 
approved its Congressional Redistricting 
plan and sent it to the Assembly, where the 
lower House's reapportionment committee 
endorsed a similar proposal 
The legislature is attempting to resolve 
reapportionment and 
taxes so 
it can 
adjourn its 1971 session on Thursday. 
The only major difference between the 
two congressional plans, according to 
Senate 
Reapportionment 
Chairman 


Mervvn Dymally, involves the city of 
Torrance. 
Under Dymally'S plan, Torrance would 
be in the district of Democratic Rep. 
Charles Wilson, while under the Assembly 
version it would be in the proposed new 
black district. 
Voting against the plan were Sens.

Beach;

Deukmejian.

Robert J.

Stiern complained the redistricting cuts 
Kern County 
into three congressional 
districts, which he called pretty wierd 
Sen. Clair Burgener, R-San Diego, who is 
expected to run for the new congressional 
seat created in part of San Diego and 
Orange counties, described the plan as 
“ reasonable and fair. 
In addition to the Los Angeles and San 
Diego-Orange seats, the proposal carves 
new districts—forced by population growth 


the past 10 years—in San 
Bernardino- 
Riverside-Los 
Angeles 
counties, 
Santa 
Barbara, 
Kern 
and 
San 
Luis 
Obispo 
counties and parts of Santa Clara and Santa 
Cruz counties. 


McCloskey, the maverick Republican

rejected on grounds it would increase the 
majority party's edge in the lower House 
from 42-38 to 44-36.

but the Assembly amended its plan into the 
Senate bill. The combined package was 
sent to a conference committee because 
neither House agreed with the other.

Mrs. Bayerle was teaching a class next door when she 
heard Miss Hoskey scream She rushed in, sent the children 
from the room, and grappled with the woman, who turned 
the weapon on her. She was stabbed in the left eye. face, 
neck and back 
“ Pm paralyzed," Miss Hoskey sobbed. 
“ I heard the children crying," custodian Lanny Warren 
said. “ Mrs. Bayerle called to me and told me, come here 
quick! I saw her and the woman who was attacking her. 
Mrs. Bayerle said, get the principal! " 
Principal Jerome Kenney said he entered the room and 
pulled the assailant away. 


“ I ran into the room and saw a black woman astride Mrs 
Bayerle, 
Kenney said “ It looked to me like the woman 
was hitting her. I pulled her off Mrs. Bayerle and she said 
leave me alone!"

Tax break for 
elderly agreement 


SACRAMENTO 
(UPI) 
—Gov. 
Ronald 
Reagan and 
legislative taxwriters have agreed on a $46 million tax 
break for senior citizens as part of major legislation to 
establish state payroll withholding for the first time. 
Republican and Democratic legislators, rushing toward 
adjournment, searched today for tax funds to finance the 
additional property tax relief for senior citizens. They were 
leaning toward business taxes. 
Negotiators from both sides Monday reached what they 
called “ basic agreem ent" on senior citizens property tax 
relief as part of the $550 million tax program but didn't 
agree on how to pay for it. 
Reagan was reported by Chief Deputy Finance Director 
Kenneth Hall to be agreeable to increasing relief to the 
seniors, most of them on fixed incomes. 
As it passed the Senate last week, the bill, which esta­ 
blishes payroll withholding of the state income tax effective 
Jan. 1. contained $16 million in relief for senior citizen 
property taxpayers, starting next July. 


But the bill was rejected by the Assembly and thrown into 
a Senate-Assembly Conference Committee dominated by 
Democrats. The committee agreed to increase the sum by 
$30 million to $46 million. 
The committee increased from $5,000 to $10,000 the 
annual income a senior citizen could have and still be 
eligible for special property tax breaks The sum currently 
is $3,350. 
Under the proposed additional relief, a senior citizen with 
an income of $1,000 a year would get 96 per cent of his 
property tax bill rebated to him At $10,000. the rebate 
would be 6 per cent. 
Sen. John Harmer, R-Glendale, GOP caucus chairman in 
the Senate, told newsmen, “There will be enough Republi­ 
cans to get the 27 Senate votes needed to adopt the 
conference report. " 


Millionaire may have had more than just two wives 


LOS ANGELES (UPI »-When Juan Abel 
Vargas 
died 
two 
years 
ago, 
the 
sexegenarian millionaire left two widows, 
neither of whom had known the other 
existed. 
The subsequent struggle over his estate 
elicited testimony that Vargas had checked 
into a motel 78 times in a 29-month period 
accompanied each time by a different 
woman. 
Now it appears Vargas may also have had 
two more wives in South America. 
Testimony Monday in the court battle 
over disposition of his fortune indicated the 
Peruvian-born Vargas may have left a 
widow named Lucy in Lima, Peru and 
another in Bogota, Colombia. 
The two widows in the United States. 
Mrs. Josephine Vargas of Los Angeles and 


Mrs. Mildred Vargas, of Torrance, Calif., 
are engaged in the court fight over the 
rights to his $1 million estate. 
Mildred. 65, who married Vargas in 1929 
and bore him three children, claimed the 
estate as the legitimate widow Josephine. 
54, by whom he had four children, sued for 
a share, pointing out that she had married 
Vargas m 1945 
Vargas maintained and lived in both 
households, only 
10 miles apart, and 
neither woman suspected the existence of 
the other until he died two years ago in an 
auto accident Court testimony indicated 
he often had dinner w ith both families, and 
explained his absences as caused by his 
work as an international merchant 
A motel clerk testified last week that 


Vargas had brought 78 different women to 
the motel over a 29-month period. The last 
time was the night before he was killed, the 
motel clerk said. 
He was 64 when he died. 
Attorney Ervin Boeder, who represents 
Josephine Vargas, told the court Monday 
that in 1969, after Vargas’ death, he 
received a telephone call from Mexico 
City The caller identified herself as the 
wife of Vargas, by whom she had five 
children, Boeder said 
“She said she lived in Bogota and had 
come up to Mexico City to meet him, but 
that he had not shown up," Boeder said, 
“ When she called Los Angeles, she learned 
of his death.

In Sacramento

Mariner 
scientists today had an unexpected present 
from their Mars-circling satellite, a photo 
of the darkest object in the solar system 
Mariner 9, making its 32nd orbit of the 
red planet, photographed the tiny Martian 
moon Phobos, only 12 miles across, and 
radioed the picture back to the control 
center at the Jet Propulsion Laboratory 
here Monday. 
That surprised the scientists, who had 
hoped to get such a picture but had already 
written off Monday's attempt as a failure. 
Although attempts to photograph M ars’ 
smaller moon, Deimos, were successful 
Friday, scientists failed in their effort to 
get photos of the larger Phobos Saturday, 
but planned to try it again Monday.

Mariner 
to 
swing 
its 


television eyes off the Martian surface and 
hunt for a dark speck in space, several 
hundred commands must be radioed across 
the 84 million mile gulf between Earth and 
Mars, 
The controllers radioed the commands 
Monday, 
but 
failed 
to get the usual 
acknowledgement from Mariner that the 
commands had been received 
They decided the commands had gone 
astray, and were surprised hours later 
when Mariner fed them a picture of Phobos 
taken from about 10,000 miles distance. 
The Martian moon appeared about the 
size of a halt dollar on the Mariner's TV 
screen. It is the darkest object in the solar 
system, scientists said, and is apparently a 
hunk of rock pockmarked by meteorites 
perhaps an asteroid captured by Martian 
gravity.

Johnson, who is drawing 
up a “ clarification 
report 
dealing 
with 
the 
commission s Nov. 17 policy 
declaration, 
said 
the 
commission's 
decision 
represents 
a 
‘ new 
philosophy." 
He told the Board of 
Supervisors 
the 
policy, 
voted through 8-0, but still 
awaiting 
supervisors' 
confirmation, was aimed at 
“ encouraging use of design 
residential projects giving 
density credits for non - use 
of public streets.” 
More 
open 
space, 
landscaping 
and 
architectural 
approval 
needed would, it is felt, 
'outweigh 
increased 
density 
and 
eliminate 
contusion as now exists." he 
added. 
Nonetheless, 
strong 
protest 
against 
the 
commission's 
action 
“ without a noticed public 


hearing was made by John 
Fritsche, of East Goleta 
Valley Citizens' Assn., and 
other groups. 
Fritsche 
stressed

commission's action “ was a 
discourtesy to the public" in

City electric rate 
hike still held up 


Lompoc 
City 
Administrator 
Gene 
Wahlers revealed yesterday that President 
Nixon s economic control program still has 
the city's proposed increase in electric 
rates bottled up to the extent that the city 
will not put them into effect right away 
Wahlers said the city has not as vet 
received sufficient information concerning 
Phase II of the President's economic 
program to enable the city to determine 
whether or not it can legally raise the 
electric rates 


City Attorney James Longtin said he has 
been informed bv the federal Internal 
Revenue Service that the city should 
submit a letter, explaining its position in 
regards to the proposed increase, which 
the IRS would consider before submitting a 
decision. 
Longtin said that, in the meantime, it is 
possible that if sufficient information is 


received, 
the city council 
would 
be 
apprised of all the tacts so that it could 
make its own determination 
The council approved an average eight 
per cent increase in all electric utility 
rates in August during budget sessions. The 
increase was to have gone into effect Sept. 
1 but was stopped by the President s wage 
and price freeze order 
The freeze ordet; deadline passed the 
middle of this month but Phase II of the 
economic program has since gone into 
effect and this also has hampered the city's 
efforts to put the rate increase into effect.

Self-esteem is the key to a happier 
Win at bridge

NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
Everyone has problems—so­ 
cial or sexual. In the dark, 
dim past, witch doctors and 
sorcerers w e r e consulted. 
Later on hang-ups and Freud 
went hand-in-hand. The in­ 
ability to cope today because 
of a deep-rooted 
problem 
from the past has kept many 
a psychoanalyst’s couch oc­ 
cupied. 
But 
now 
another 
source of help is available 
for those who haven’t the 
time, money or inclination to 
go the couch route—behavior 
therapy. 
Instead of delving into the 
past to resolve conflicts the 
behavioral therapist works 
on the theory that what has 
b e e n learned can be un­ 
learned. So if you’re a mouse 
and don’t know why or a 
louse and don’t know why, 
it's possible to change if you 
want to. And you can kick 
the couch under the bed b e­ 
fore you begin “ unlearning.” 
You won’t need it. 


In many instances, once 
you recognize y o u r prob­ 
lems, you can help yourself 
with the practice of a few 
simple exercises, according 
to Dr. Herbert Fensterheim, 
a noted psychologist and be­ 
havior therapist. 
Do you find yourself going 
to a football game with your 
husband on Sunday and hat­ 
ing him on Monday because 
you really hate football? Or 
if you’re a working girl, do 
you find that you’re spend­ 
ing your lunch hour doing 
personal errands for your 
boss or his wife, hating your­ 
self for doing it and him for 
making you do it? 
If this sort of thing is con­ 
stantly happening to you, 
you’re suffering from what 
Dr. 
Herbert 
Fensterheim, 
author of “ Help Without Fsy- 
c h o a n a l y s i s ” (Stein and 
D ay) ,describes as “ thedoor­ 
mat s y n d r o m e ” or the 
“ pushed around complex.” 
According to the doctor. 
>ou can do something about 


it and you don’t h a v e to 
spend years in therapy find­ 
ing out what happened to you 
at age 5 that makes you the 
way you are today. 
The mind doctors h a v e 
m ade a comparable break­ 
through, rediscovering t h e 
carrot and the stick as a 
m eans of getting people to 
behave one way or another. 
T h e y have established a 
s t r o n g presumption that 
changing problem behavior 
can make people happier and 
healthier. 
There are many psycholo­ 
gists who feel that behavior 
therapy theory and technique 
just may revolutionize m en­ 
tal illness and its treatment. 
“ Behavior therapists work 
with the effect of the prob­ 
lem ,” Fensterheim says. 
Trained in psychoanalysis 
himself he switched to be­ 
havior therapy six years ago 
and is most encouraged to 
see that patients are able to 
be treated in 30 or 40 ses­ 
sions as compared to the 
three or four years or more 
in traditional analysis. 
“ A problem that afflicts 
m any of us,” he says, “ is 
our inability for whatever 
reason to assert ourselves— 
and 
assertion 
equals 
self 
esteem. It is lack of asser­ 
tion that is the most common 
cause of m arriage problems 
as w e l l as business prob­ 
lems. 
“ When you don’t assert 
yourself,” he a d d s , “ you 
eventually l o s e control of 
your life, tend to get moody 


and are given to outbursts 
of anger. 
“ Not to be confused with 
aggression, assertion means 
to be open and honest about 
what you feel and what you 
think.” 
• Using the techniques of be­ 
havior therapy in his book. 
Dr. Fensterheim shows how 
we can apply a little first aid 
in our own lives. A typical 
example concerns a young 
woman, unmarried, always 
in a state of mild depression. 
Although she was successful 
at her job she complained 
that people w e r e always 
picking on her. Dr, Fenster- 
heim ’s first step in her re­ 
education was to teach her 
bow to handle a confronta­ 
tion without apologizing for 
being alive. These principles 
hold 
true, 
he 
maintains, 
whether it’s between man 
and wife, two friends or a 
business relationship. 
“ You must always answer 
any attack. You don’t have 
to answer right away—but 
answer. 
“ In the first sentence do 
not use the words ‘I,’ ‘m e’ or 
‘because.’ You will s e e m 
apologetic or defensive 
If 
you can’t think of an appro­ 
priate comeback, a n s w e r 
with a non s e q u i t o r . But 
answ er.” 
There are times, especial­ 
ly in m arriage, when your 
sentence should begin with 
“ I” the d o c t o r believes. 
W h e n you like something 
say, “ I like what you said.” 
Equally important, “ I don’t 


like what you said” .After 
awhile you’ll graduate to “ I 
want you to do. or 1 don’t 
want you to do.” Too many 
times conversations in m a r­ 
riage depends upon ESP and 
one party just isn’t receiving 
the message. 
Fear of rejection causes 
many of us to do things we 
don’t want to do and it can 
also keep us from doing any 
thing at all. 
The boy who fears the girl 
won’t go out with him often 
doesn’t ask—or the employe 
feels he won’t get a raise so 
he just lets the m atter slide. 
(With the wage freeze this 
point will have to be shelved 
for another time.) 
If this is a problem you 
recognize in yourself you can 
practice by catching little 
situations for yourself. Make 
yourself buy a newspaper 
with nothing less than a five- 
dollar bill. If your depart­ 
ment store is still billing you 
for bills you paid two months 
ago, call the president of the 
store. 
“ What’s the worst that can 
happen?” the doctor asked 
“ The newspaper man might 
not have change or he may 
refuse to make change. You 
might have to deal with the 
president’s third assistant. 
But in the meantime you’ve 
started practicing assertive 
habits. And you might also 
get your newspaper and fast 
action at the store. 
“ Most important, you will 
have gained an extra m eas­ 
ure of self-esteem ” 
Dr. Fensterheim is Assist­ 
ant Professor of Psychiatry 
and co-director of the Be­ 
havior 
Therapy 
Training 
Program at New York Medi­ 
cal College. His explanation 
of behavior therapy makes it 
possible for the layman to 
understand how it can be of 
help to so many today who 
are too uptight, too insecure, 
too sure we can’t cope, yet 
too broke and too short of 
time to try to solve our prob­ 
lems via four to five years 
on a couch — however com­ 
fortable it may be.

Throw it back

OCEAN FISHING 
Last week there was not much doing in the way of rock 
fishing due to a spell ot heavy swells which kept most 
anglers home. However, the few that went out were well 
rewarded, with sacks of good eating fish 
There was one fisherman, out on a party boat from Morro 
Bay. who asserted “ there just ain't no justice" when he 
hooked and landed a forty pound salmon very shortly after 
the season closed! The fish was handled with care, 
weighed, and very reluctantly turned loose, a real hard 
blow if ever there was one. 
We also heard ot two other anglers bonito fishing out of 
Port San Luis who also hit a couple of salmon, and are 
assumed to have put them back Whatever happened, it no 
doubt raised the salmon s moral and feelings towards the 
fishermen 
We had a similar experience a year or so ago. Just before 
the end of the season, when out trolling without luck, we all 
decided to try bottom fishing. One of the party hooked and 
landed a 32 pound salmon using a beat up salt anchovy as 
bait. 
So far, the expected run of white sea bass has not 
materialized Few bonito have been caught. Much as the 
bonito is despised as an eating fish, with proper preparation 
it can make a very tasty fish dinner. The black fat should be 
cut out, and the fish blooded as soon as caught. 
Two bills have gone into law regarding the take of halibut 
and rock fish off local shores. Under AB 253, the use of 
trawling nets will be prohibited in waters not more than 25 
fathoms deep between Point Magu and Point Arguello. 
between Feb. 1 and May 31, the peak of the California 
halibut spawning season. It also prohibits the use of trawl 
nets whose cod-end mesh is less than 712 inches. The four 
pound minimum weight limit is equivalent to the 22 inch 
minimum length for sport caught halibut. 
The other bill. AB 1596. prohibits the use of gill nets to 
take rock fish or ling cod in waters less than 60 fathoms 
deep between Moss Landing and the lighthouse at Point 
Pinos, and in waters less than 40 fathoms deep between 
Point Pinos and Hurricane Point. 11 miles south of Point 
Lobos. Provision is made in the law for inadvertent taking 
of limited amount of rock fish and ling cod. 
Imposing the 40 fathom limit, according to the DFG, was 
aimed at assisting the recovery of shallow water rock fish 
and improving the quality of ling cod fishing. The 60 fathom 
limit was requested by sport fishermen and party boat 
operators. 
FRESH W ATER FISHING 
After a spell of fair to good fishing. Lake Nacimiento has 
been unrewarding for most anglers, as the lake has had its 
annual turnover. This means that the surface water has 
cooled while the deep water remained warm. The warm 
water thus rising causes the lake to literally turn over, 
making an even temperature from top to bottom. We are 
informed that this change takes place when the water 
temperature is down to 40 degrees. This according to 
marina manager Art Price, causes a general slump in 
fishing till the fish become accustomed to the change in 
temperature. The fish then go on a furious feeding spree, 
after which everything returns to normal. 
During this time only one boat showed up with limits, and 
that was with Bassmaster Virgil Walker and Cliff 
Strickling of Salinas. Catfishing was the best bet. as the 
whiskered fish seemed unaffected by the lake s change. 
The water temperature is now an even 55 degrees from top 
to bottom. Night's cold and frosty, but days sunny and 
pleasant. 
Lake Margarita shows some nice bags ot crappie and 
black bass, with not too many anglers out. A lot of fun can 
be had taking crappie on a yellow fly and light tackle. 
Lopez Lake fair to poor. A few fish taken from boats 
trolling deep. Shore fishing picking up at the island at Vista 
Largo, which is now accessible from shore by means of a 
causeway installed lately. 
Best reports are from Lakes Cachuma and Casitas Both 
are getting a weekly stocking, and trout fishing has been 
excellent, with cheese and red eggs the prime baits. 
Remember, most lakes have a five fish trout limit. 
A few steelhead have been noted in the ocean oft the 
creeks, but cannot get access as vet, because of the 
sandbars. San Luis Creek has had the "duck weed washed 
out. The rain, combined with the reported opening of a 
sluice gate allowed the weed out. A few steelhead have 
been taken across from the springs. We saw evidence of a 
large fish's scales in one spot. Too big for a steelhead. could 
have been an errant salmon.or might have even been a carp 
washed down stream < we hope not >. 
G EN ER A L NOTES 
Seems to be quite a stir in Sacramento as to putting a 
limit on albacore. The DFG claims that biologically it is not 
needed, but only as a deterrent from sportsmen selling 
their catch. What on earth can a lisherman do with ten or 
fifteen albacore except peddle them? The better half will 
can a certain amount but there must be a limit. The 
commission will come up with the answer at the December 
meeting, when the 1972 fishing rules and regulations will be 
finally mulled over and adopted.

infection with syphilis. Kiss­ 
ing anyone who has the con 
tagious stage of syphilis can 
result in infection whether 
or not there is a sore on the 
lip. All the germ needs for 
transmission is wet or fluid 
environment and the moist­ 
ure in the mouth from saliva 
is such a vehicle. 
Although

can 
transmit disease, more of­ 
ten the disease is transmit­ 
ted by what comes after the 
kiss.

The Democrats are jubilant over 
their bill which, simply stated,

idea 
is

a 
Democratic disadvantage, namely 
smaller cash contributions. The 
Democratic advantage is: organized 
labor unions, and ot course lop-sided 
Democratic 
registration,

advantages Republicans strive to 
overcome, mostly without success, 
by 
making 
extra 
financial 
sacrifices. 
The Senate bill is 
pretty rank, and the 
President ought to

where are we, on 
the whole matter of 
campaign 
expenses?

means, as a general

Everyone

on The approaches, as they affect 
the politicians, are roughly of two 
schools. The first calls not for 
limiting the total amount spent 
during anv campaign, but the total 
amount spendable by any single 
individual. Under this formula, it is 
abstractly possible in anv single 
presidential campaign to spend one 
hundred billion dollars, assuming 
every voter begged, borrowed, or 
stole 
the 
maximum 
permitted 
(under Senator Hugh Scott's old 
plan i of $15,000. 
In 
other 
words, 
Scott's 
bill 
reduces to one point essentially; 
rich people may not contribute as 
much money as some rich people 
have 
contributed 
in 
the 
past. 
Moreover, the Scott bill forbids 
anyone running for president trom 
spending more than 50.000 ot his ow n 
dollars I ask you. where would the 
Rockefeller campaigns ot the past 
have got to with so little Rockefeller

The Ford Plan seems to be saying

enormous personal contributions,

Then there are two schools of 
thought affecting the broadcasters. 
The first < Scotts * acknowledges that 
the broadcasters should be paid for 
the use of their facilities. The 
second (Ford’s) would require the 
broadcasters to put up free time 
during a period just before election 
five half-hours for presidential 
candidates, three for Senate, two for 
the House, during the 35-day period 
before the general election. 
There is general agreement that 
major 
presidential 
candidates 
should be given coverage without 
as is the case under the existing 


fairness doctrine — requiring that 
the vegetarian candidate be given 
equal time. Add to this unanimity on 
the matter of reporting the sources 
of contributions, plus a number of 
schemes aimed at shortening the 
period during which the primary 
and election campaigns take place; 
and that is what the arguments are 
all about. 
The Scott formula is preferable, 
though it has a weakness. It is a 
risky business to put arbitrary 
limits on the amount of money that 
can be spent during a particular 
campaign. It is done of course in 
England quite 
routinely 
(Prime 
Minister Heath spent less than 
$3,000 on his own re-election, but 
Heath was elected prime minister 
by his party, not by the voters). A 
contribution to a political candidate 
is a way of exercising one’s freedom 
to speak, and I can conceive of times 
of great national division — for 
instance the great debates of 1968 or 
1939-1941 — when the citizen feels so 
strongly about an issue of national 
policy that he desires to make a 
special sacrifice in order to make 
possible the widest circulation of his 
point 
of 
view. 
Since 
in 
such 
situations the point of view is 
wedded to the candidacy of a 
particular human being, running for 
the Presidency, and, down the line, 
tor the Senate and the House, one 
wonders at the wisdom, let alone the 
constitutionality, of saying that a 
candidate cannot 
spend all 
the 
money that is sent him.

Courthouse Report by Dick Praul 
Bikeways 


The bicyclist — low figure on the 
priority list for city and county aid 
for years now — is finally making 
progress in some areas. 
Token responses still come from 
many public officials, but a few are 
endeavoring to help cyclists who 
must 
risk 
their 
lives 
daily 
competing 
with 
often 
heedless 
motorists for space on crowded 
streets and highways. 
The state is aiso beginning to 
awaken to the fact that unless 
something is done, young cyclists 
will be maimed and killed regularly 
with the onrush of still more auto 
traffic that is encouraged every 
year. 
Here are the latest areas of 
progress: 
County Service Area No. 3 in 
Goleta Valley has funding in its 1971- 
72 budget for biking. Discussions are 
now going on some five months after 
the county budget was approved to 
see how the money can best be used. 
Santa Ynez Valley bikers have 
something 
to cheer about, 
too. 
Valley people have raised $6,000 to 
help 
set 
up 
a 
wide 
combined 
pathway for bikers, 
hikers and 
horses. The pathway will grow and 
grow, it is hoped, and finally extend 


from Santa Ynez High School to the 
town of Santa Ynez and perhaps 
beyond. 
The deadly mix of motor vehicles 
and bikes — many ridden by very 
young pupils — was too much for 
valley people to accept. 
The State Division of Highways is 
to help with the grading of the 
pathway. But some state help had to 
come, for State Rt 246 is achieving 
freeway status and cyclists are 
being fenced off from the roadway, 
with no other place to ride to get to 
school. 
But it is newly-signed legislation 
at Sacramento which is really giving 
the bikecologists something to shout 
about. A new law will soon be 
effective which will take a slice of 
gas tax funds for bike paths and 
public transportation. 
Roadways where youngsters not 
many years ago rode with perfect 
equanim ity 
now 
are 
wild 
maelstroms of motor traffic. 
It does no good, as some biking 
enthusiasts point out, to merely 
paint a blue stripe down a narrow- 
stretch of a new road, and call it a 
bike path. It isn’t a bikewav and it 
isn’t safe, they say 
Such a “ bikeway'' will be open 


soon with the new extention of 
Cathedral 
Oaks 
Rd. 
past 
Dos 
Pueblos High School. It’s better 
than nothing, but a separated path 
such as Santa Ynez 
Valley is 
achieving is the only answer, it is 
felt. 
It’s hard for youths to part with 
their cars which they pile up in the 
parking lots of high schools these 
days. But many tell us they'd leave 
their cars home — where it is at all 
practical — and cycle to school if 
there was a safe way. 
Another 
teen-ager 
wrote 
us; 
“ Having public officials who are at 
least young in heart’ if not in age 
would help a lot, 
he contended. 
“ They don’t think about us — just 
about freeways and how to help put 
more cars on the roads.’’ 
The UC Santa Barbara four-mile 
network of blue bikepaths are held 
up as a 
model of what other 
universities can do. They separate 
the more than 4,500 registered bikes 
from cars and from pedestrians, 
too. 
for the most part. 
UCSB 
authorities say if bikeways could fan 
out from the university to nearby 
communities campus car parking 
lots wouldn’t be the hopeless mess 
they’ve become.
